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Frequently Asked Questions 


What is Carnegie Hall’s policy on cell phones and other electronic devices? 

The use of cell phones, pagers, beeping watches, and other electronic devices during the performance is strictly 
prohibited. Please turn them off before the performance begins and also at the end of any intermissions. Doctors 
who expect to be called during a performance may give their seat location to an usher, who will advise the House 
Manager. Hearing aids may emit sounds at very high frequencies that can disturb others; please adjust hearing 
aids accordingly. 


Can I take pictures or record inside Carnegie Hall? 

The photographing, sound recording, or videotaping of any performance, or the possession of any device for such 
documentation without the written permission of management, is prohibited by law. Offenders may be ejected, 
and liable for damages and other lawful remedies. 


Where are the restrooms? 
Stern/Perelman restrooms are located on the Parquet, Second Tier, and Dress Circle levels. Zankel restrooms are 
located on the Mezzanine level. Weill restrooms are located off the Jacobs Room on the Orchestra level. 


What facilities does Carnegie Hall offer for people with disabilities? 

Assistive-listening devices are available free of charge, with the deposit of a valid form of identification, at the coat- 
check room on the west side of the lobby in Stern/Perelman. Large-print programs for Carnegie Hall presentations 
are available in the lobby at the House Manager's window or from an usher. Patrons in wheelchairs may make 
arrangements through the House Manager's Office by calling 212-903-9605. It is suggested that inquiries be made 
well in advance of the concert date. Specially equipped restrooms are located in all three halls. 


What dining facilities are available? 

The following are available for refreshments: in Stern/Perelman, the Citi Cafe on the Parquet level; in Zankel, the 
Parterre Bar; in Weill, the Jacobs Room on the Orchestra level. All three feature beverages and snacks; additionally, 
the Citi Cafe has an expanded wine and champagne selection, a small-plates menu, and includes a complete 
coffee and dessert bar. Food and beverages are not permitted inside the actual concert halls. Call 212-903-9647 
for details, including information about private banquet rentals. 


What happens in the event of fire? 
In the event of fire or other emergencies, please do not run. Walk to the nearest exit. Exits are indicated by a red 
light;the sign nearest your seat indicates the shortest route to the street. 


Where is the Rose Museum? And is there a gift shop? 

The Rose Museum and Carnegie Hall Shop are located off the First Tier level (second floor) of Stern/Perelman. 
Both are open daily, 11 AM-4:30 PM, and one hour before concerts and during intermissions for all events in 
Stern/Perelman. During daytime hours, enter at 154 West 57th Street. Admission to the museum is free. Shop 
online at carnegiehall.org/shop. 


Is elevator service available? 

Elevator service is available in Stern/Perelman from street level to the Parquet, First Tier, Second Tier, and Dress 
Circle levels; in Zankel from street level to the Parterre and Mezzanine levels; and in Weill from street level to the 
Orchestra level. 


Is there a lost-and-found? 
Lost-and-found articles should be reported to or turned in at the House Manager's Office, 56th Street entrance. 
To inquire about missing items, call 212-903-9698. 


What are the Box Office hours? 

The Box Office is open seven days a week: Monday through Saturday beginning at 11 AM, and Sundays at 12 PM. 
When there is an evening performance, the Box Office is open one-half hour past start time; it otherwise closes at 
6 PM. The Box Office is closed on legal holidays when there is no event in the Hall.

Tours are available (when the Hall schedule permits). Tickets are sold at the Box Office. For more information, 
including tours for people with disabilities, or reservations for groups of 20 or more, call 212-903-9765.

Not only am I an administrator, but 
Iam also an excited cheerleader, an 
astonished spectator, and overall a 
proud person to be a part of it.

It’s important to plant the seed for 
these kinds of creative outlets early 
and often. When you see kids grow 

in front of your eyes, you hope that 
they can turn their lives around 

and continue to make positive 
contributions in our communities. 
You can see their self-esteem lift. 

You see it in their faces and in the way 
they carry themselves. When they 
participate in Musical Connections, 
they get a sense of what it means to 
grow. Their behavior changes. I’ve seen 
them become motivated to join other 
programs and participate in other arts 
activities. The pride that these kids 
display is also seen in their families. 
We’ve seen little sisters join in and 
start dancing at the performances. 
Parents sometimes don’t have many 
opportunities to see their kids doing 
positive things, but this is uplifting for 
the entire family. > 
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Connecting 
Through Music 


The Weill Music Institute’s Musical Connections program 
offers diverse live-music experiences for people in 
healthcare settings, correctional facilities, senior-service 
organizations, and homeless shelters across New York City. 
Teens in secure juvenile detention centers participate in 
two-week creative workshops, writing their own songs and 
producing their own albums. Later this month, Musical 
Connections artists lead a project at Horizon Detention 
Center. Reflecting on the success of past workshops, four 
representatives from the Administration for Children’s 
Services Division of Youth and Family Justice recently 
shared insights about the importance of their ongoing 
partnership with Musical Connections.

Given your recent performances, 
what is it like to return to the hyper- 
charged character of Salome? 

At the moment, I’m singing Tosca in 
Vienna for the first time in 14 years! 
Floria Tosca is also a pretty charged 
character. The biggest difference 
between the two ladies is that Salome 
grew up inavery dysfunctional family, 
which definitely shaped her personality. 
She doesn’t take “No!” for an answer— 
she has no limits or ethical rules. 
Salome lacks empathy until the final 
scene where she—too late—discovers 
what love could have been and what 

it means to her. For me, it is totally 
fascinating to enter the character of 
Salome through this fantastic music. 


What is it about Salome that most 
intrigues you? 

I think it is the way she—totally unlike 
anybody I know—is ready to literally 
walk over corpses in order to have her 
way. It is also the teenage revolution 
against her parents that is also totally 
different from what I did at that age. I 
quite enjoy singing this nasty Salome 
because she can’t really help that she 
turned out this way. 


As a singer, how do you adjust 

your performance for a concert 
environment versus a staged opera? 
Regardless of the setting, I always try 
to sing as convincingly as possible. 

In aconcert situation, I can hear the 
colors of the instrumentation clearer 
than from the opera stage. This helps 
my coloring of the voice, whether it 
happens intuitively or not. 


Performing the role of Salome is 
quite a way to make a Carnegie Hall 
debut. What does this mean for you? 
This is so great and very exciting! 


I have sung far too little in New York, 
partly because I have three children in 
Stockholm. To make my debut with this 
role—a core role in my repertoire—feels 
just right and very demanding, but lam 
definitely in good hands. 


You have had a lot of experience 
working with Franz Welser-Mo6st. In 
the opinion of a singer, what is most 
admirable about him? 

Franz is one of the best conductors 

of our time for singers. In the opera 
house, he always has his ears and eyes 
on the stage and on the singers. He lets 
you use your instrument as it is, and 

he lets singers and musicians in the 
orchestra phrase together—he trusts 
our musicality. At the same time, he 
knows exactly where to take over and 
where he is really needed. He inspires 
me to search for and find new and more 
colors in my voice. 


There so many great dramatic 
sopranos who hail from Sweden, all 
who have impressive vocal strength 
without sacrificing musical beauty. 
Is there a national tradition? 

This is a question I get asked very often. 
I wish I had the answer. We do havea 
long tradition of Wagner and Strauss 
singers, especially sopranos. Maybe it 
is, apart from successful vocal training, 
a result of us living so close to nature. 
We can stand the pressure that this 
repertoire puts on us—physically and 
psychologically.

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The New Jersey Symphony Orchestra’s 
Spring For Music program explores the 
influences and artistic world of 20th- 
century visionary, teacher, writer, and 
composer Ferruccio Busoni. 


Busoni dedicated a substantial portion of 
his activities to teaching. His list of stu- 
dents is impressive—including Claudio 
Arrau, Egon Petri, Kurt Weill, Edgard 
Varese, Stephan Wolpe, Louis Gruen- 
berg, Percy Grainger, and Dimitri 
Mitropoulos—and yet his influence on 
the larger musical culture has not been 
acknowledged completely to this day. 
This program demonstrates Buson1’s 
acumen as a composer, as well as his tal- 
ent as a teacher, by showcasing one of 
his biggest-scale works—his Piano 
Concerto—alongside compositions by 
two of his most prominent students, 


Varese and Weill. 


NJSO music director Jacques Lacombe 
crafted this program around the 
Busoni Piano Concerto with Marc- 
André Hamelin specifically in mind. In 
Hamelin’s hands the work embodies 
Busoni’s larger-than-life personality, 
his brilliant skill at the keyboard, and 
his desire to push the boundaries of 
musical art. 


This evening’s program also features 
the Carnegie Hall premiere of Weill’s 
Symphony No. 1, “Berliner.” Like 
Busoni, Weill was a wunderkind; his 
career was already beginning to blos- 
som when he was accepted, at age 20, 
into Busoni’s master class in Berlin. 
Weill’s First Symphony is one of the

earliest works he produced under 
Busoni’s tutelage, and it contains the 
seeds of what he would become. 
Moreover, one hears clearly the voice 
of a composer who wants to demon- 
strate what he can fashion from 
diverse influences, from Schoenberg to 
the chamber music of the late nine- 
teenth and early 20th century. 


With Varése’s Nocturnal, featuring 
soprano Hila Plitmann and the men of 
the Westminster Symphonic Choir, 
Lacombe and the NJSO present the 
other end of the spectrum. The com- 
poser’s last work shows his maturity— 
a certain casting off of everything 
extraneous, and a greater simplicity of 
material than in several preceding 
works. His music offers very subtle 
connections between the different sec- 
tions of the orchestra, and he was fas- 
cinated by the transformation of 
sound from one texture to the next. 


The Spring For Music Festival cele- 
brates distinctive and creative pro- 
gramming—a key tenet of the NJSO’s 
artistic philosophy. As NJSO music 
director, Lacombe is an innovator. He 
has created ambitious multi-year in1- 
tiatives, including the New Jersey 
Roots Project, through which the 
NJSO has performed the music of 
composers who were born in New 
Jersey or whose artistic identity was 
shaped by their time spent in the 
Garden State. Much like the Busoni, 
Weill, and Varése works on this 
evening’s program, the compositions 
that the NJSO has introduced (or rein- 


troduced) to the concert hall are 
works that deserve to be heard. 


The NJSO believes in celebrating the 
music of New Jersey composers and in 
cultivating strong creative partner- 
ships with other prominent artistic

institutions within the state. For 
tonight’s program, the orchestra 
brings the men of the Westminster 
Symphonic Choir to Carnegie Hall, 
continuing the NJSO’s tradition of 
collaborating with New Jersey’s most 
exciting talents. 


The work is scored for piccolo, flute (doubling piccolo), oboe, clarinet, E-flat 
clarinet, bassoon, horn, two trumpets, three trombones, a vast percussion bat- 
tery, piano, strings, solo soprano, and chorus of male voices. 


What does it tell you that Edgard 
Varese preferred the term “organized 
sound” to “music”? Best known for 
his pioneering work in electronic 
music, Varese also experimented with 
ereat imagination using percussion. 
His compositions tend to emphasize 
rhythmic complexity, with little 
reliance on themes. 


He studied with Roussel, d’Indy, and 
Widor at Schola Cantorum in Paris. 
His mentors included Ferruccio 
Busoni, Hugo von Hoffmannsthal, 
Richard Strauss, Romain Rolland, and 
Claude Debussy. Despite their support 
and encouragement, Varese found 
Paris a hostile environment. He emi- 
grated to New York in 1915 seeking a 
warmer reception for his work, and he 
naturalized in 1927. 


The Koussevitzky Music Foundation 
commissioned Nocturnal for a 1961 
composer’s showcase honoring Varese. 
He subsequently made numerous 
changes and additions. After his death, 
his protegé Chou Wen-chung (who 
studied privately with Varése from 
1949-54) completed the score, with 
particular attention to Varese’s vocal 
sounds. “He became [more] interested 
in the vocal and evocative qualities of 


individual words and phrases than in 
complete poems,” Chou has written. 
“[He] conceived the idea of using 
speech sounds according to their char- 
acteristics and dynamic values.” 


The contrast between bass voices and 
soprano solo is central to Nocturnal, 
which combines lines from Anais Nin’s 
House of Incest with made-up syllables. 
Varese’s use of the human voice is 
unusual, perhaps unprecedented. The 
chorus babbles and puffs, emitting 
breathy, hissing sounds, sometimes 
guttural, sometimes rasping, often 
unpitched—rather like percussion, 
resulting in a primordial atmosphere 
of anticipation and uncertainty. When 
the soprano enters with the lines, “I 
rise/I always rise after the crucifix- 
ion,” the shift in range and timbre 
stuns the ears. Varése’s percussion bat- 
tery iS paramount, with winds and 
brass in an obbligato role and strings 
in the background. 


Throughout Nocturnal’s nine minutes, 
sounds and—by extension—experiences 
spring up in the mind’s ear, triggering 
both memory and anticipation, mir- 
roring the endless imagination of the 
human brain. 
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KURT WEILL Symphony No. 1, “Berliner” 


(Carnegie Hall Premiere)

For listeners who know Weill only 
through his Brecht collaborations and 
popular song, the “Berliner” Sym- 
phony will come as both surprise and 
revelation. The music has hard edges. 
Its dissonance is almost relentless, even 
in quiet moments. This symphony 
reveals Weill as an earnest, idealistic 
and very serious composer. Many of 
his concert works remain unpublished 
and unperformed because his radical 
politics and Jewish roots landed him 
on a Nazi blacklist. After both he and 
Lotte Lenya fled Germany in March 
1933, friends hid or suppressed the 
scores he left behind. 


The “Berliner” Symphony is a case in 
point—and therein lies a story. In 
November of 1920, Weill wrote to his 
parents that the writer Johannes 
Becher had asked him to write music 
for Arbeiter, Bauern, Soldaten 
(Workers, Farmers, Soldiers), an ideal- 
ized vision of a model society. Becher 
was a Communist Party member with 
expressionist leanings. His post-World 
War I writings advocated antiwar sen- 
timents and revolutionary social 
reform in Germany. 


The play was not produced, and Weill 
never completed the incidental music, 
but its sketches provided fodder 
months later for his first symphony. 
The symphony’s title page bears an 
epigraph from Becher’s play. 


With the rise of Nazism, Becher and 
his opinions became dangerous. Weill’s 
friends removed the title page from the 
score in 1933, lest the Nazis find and 
destroy it. The manuscript disappeared 
for a quarter century. After its redis- 
covery in 1956, six years after Weill’s 
death, Wilhelm Schiichter conducted 
the NWDR Symphony Orchestra in 
the premiere, in Hamburg. 


Weill composed the symphony shortly 
after he joined Busoni’s master class. He 
soon became a favorite pupil of the 
[talian-born master. Busoni believed in 
expanded tonality, not the abandon- 
ment of tonality, and he stressed the dis- 
cipline of counterpoint. He did not 
directly supervise his young protégé on 
the symphony, but insisted that Weill 
pursue supplemental counterpoint 
instruction, which may well account for 
several fugato passages in the symphony. 


At age 21 Weill was still finding his 
voice. Rebelling against Wagner’s lush 
textures and subliminal eroticism, he 
sought objectivity and harsh realism 
in music. Nevertheless, Viennese sym- 
phonic tradition crept into his score. 
Mahler’s influence is evident in the 
orchestration, particularly Weill’s 
groupings of single instruments in 
quasi-chamber style. The small groups 
have almost deliberately combative or 
incongruous sonorities, juxtaposed 
with sudden switches to full orchestra. 


Structurally, the symphony’s strongest 
influence is Liszt. Weill telescopes 
multiple sections into one extended 
movement, an approach that Liszt 
took in his piano concerti and the B 
minor sonata. Another Lisztian tech- 
nique is thematic transformation. The 
slow introduction that opens Weill’s 
symphony sets forth two principal 
themes: one consists of descending 
pairs of fourths, the other is an 
ascending motive, also constructed of 


fourths. From these two motives 
Weill’s material evolves. 


The emotional core is an Andante reli- 
gioso, which is associated with 
Becher’s hope for an end to war. Later, 
a wind chorale underscores a spiritual 
element: hope for the Promised Land. 
A workers’ march flanks the chorale. 
Bells peal at triumphant moments, but 
the closing C-minor chords send an 
ambiguous message.

The score calls for two flutes, two piccolos (second doubling as third flute), two 
oboes, English horn (doubling as third oboe), two clarinets, bass clarinet (doubling 
as third clarinet), three bassoons, four horns, three trumpets, three trombones, tuba, 
timpani, military drum, bass drum, tambourine, triangle, cymbals, glockenspiel, tam 
tam, solo piano, and strings. For the finale, Busoni adds men’s chorus. 


At five movements and more than 70 
minutes, Busoni’s Piano Concerto is 
truly monumental. In addition to an 
expanded orchestra requiring additional 
winds and percussion, it includes a 
men’s chorus in the finale. Busoni, one 
of the greatest keyboard virtuosi of the 
early 20th century, wrote the concerto 
to exploit his own prodigious tech- 
nique and physical stamina. 


Areas of modern-day Italy were part 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire 
before World War I, and educated and 
wealthy households widely spoke 
German. Despite his Italian surname, 
Busoni spent most of his youth in 
Austria, and was ultimately more 
Germanic than Italianate in his music, 
though he remained fond of Italian 


culture. He studied at the Accademia 
Filarmonica in Bologna for three years 
and then lived in Vienna, Leipzig, 
Helsinki, Moscow, Boston, and New 
York. By the time he established a per- 
manent home in Berlin in 1894, he 
was an internationally famous pianist. 


Early on Busoni was influenced by 
Bach, Schumann, and Mendelssohn, 
and at the turn of the century, he 
became keenly interested in such inno- 
vators as Schoenberg and Bartok. In 
1907 he published Entwurf einer 
neuen Asthetik der Tonkunst (Outline 
for a New Musical Aesthetic), address- 
ing such revolutionary topics as micro- 
tones, alternative notation, and the 
abandonment of traditional tonality. 
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The concerto’s five movements form a 
symmetrical arch. In a July 1902 letter 
to his wife, he drew a diagram of the 
concerto and described its architec- 
ture. 


The three edifices are the Ist, 3rd 
and Sth movements, between 
which come the two ‘living’ ones, 
scherzo and tarantella, the first as 
the nature-play of a magic flower 
and a magic bird—the second rep- 
resented by Vesuvius and cypress- 
es. Over the entrance the sun rises; 
a seal is fastened to the door of the 
end building; the winged being at 
the close is the nature-mysticism 
of [the] chorus. 


Busoni completed the score in August 
1904 and was the soloist at the pre- 
miere in Berlin on November 10; Karl 
Muck led the Berlin Philharmonic and 
the chorus of the Kaiser-Wilhelm 
Gedachtniskirche. The critics decried 
the concerto’s excessive length; never- 
theless, Busoni continued to perform 
the work, and he retained a special 
affection for it. (In 1908 he disavowed 
many early compositions, but not the 
Piano Concerto.) In his later corre- 
spondence he referred to it as 
Symphonie italienne. This designation 
emphasizes its symphonic nature and 
reflects Busoni’s pride in the music’s 
overtly Italian elements. 


The opening Prologo e Introito has a 
leisurely, Brahmsian pace that inte- 
grates piano thoroughly into the 
orchestral texture. Busoni’s elongated 
themes generate enormous propor- 
tions that set the tone for the entire 
work, suggesting nature and serenity. 


Pezzo giocoso is a whirling dervish of 
a movement, and its underlying 
rhythms constitute a dancelike motto- 
theme that derives from a Neapolitan 
folk song. Tambourine adds an ele- 
ment of mystery and the fantastic. 
Several brilliant solo cadenzas punctu- 
ate this movement, which Busoni 
called “the liveliness of imagination.” 


Pezzo serioso, with four sections of 
varying length, returns to the grand 
scale of the first movement. The intro- 
duction is recitative-like, with elements 
of a funeral dirge. Presently, a rich and 
dignified chorale emerges; this is the 
Prima pars. A brilliant descending 
flourish in the piano announces the 
Altera pars with a striking modulation. 
Busoni builds variations on his chorale 
idea, integrating music from the intro- 
duction in ever more agitated layers of 
sound, and brass fanfares are a steady 
counterpoint to the roiling piano part. 
Busoni’s expanded sense of tonality is 
extraordinary. For extended passages 
the orchestra plays in C major (admit- 
tedly a very chromatic C major) and the 
soloist in D flat. In the Ultima pars the 
pianist interrupts the orchestral chorale 
with low growls before a calm, extended 
pedal point defuses the tension. 


All’Italiana is a shamelessly popular 
tarantella in which Busoni was likely 
thumbing his nose at German music 
critics. Fragments of the second move- 
ment song return, metamorphosed into 
a galloping romp. Whole-tone scales 
figure at climactic moments, and 
Rossinian accelerandi drive the music to 
fever pitch. A contrasting middle section 
slows down enough to re-introduce the 
chorale element, but only _ briefly. 


Common street songs abound, and 
Busoni’s piano writing grows ever 
more demonic as the revelry escalates. 
An explosive solo cadenza leads to a 
brassy, emphatic close and a direct 
transition to the much calmer finale. 


The text of the finale is by the Danish 
romantic poet Adam _ Gottlob 
Oehlenschlager (1779-1850), whose 
poetic drama Aladdin Busoni particu- 
larly admired. Arpeggiated piano figures 
and solemn orchestral chords introduce 


Oehlenschlager’s chorus, a song of praise 
to Allah and a paean to the architectural 
legacy of ancient civilizations. Blocked 
chords in simple rhythms underscore the 
universality of the message. Busoni 
alludes to melodies from each of the pre- 
ceding movements in his own brand of 
thematic transformation, bringing his 
musical odyssey full circle.

Recognized as one of the 
world’s leading choral ensembles, it has 
sung more than 400 performances with 
the New York Philharmonic alone.

Joe Miller is conductor of the nationally 
renowned Westminster Choir and 
Westminster Symphonic Choir. As direc- 
tor of choral activities at Westminster 
Choir College of Rider University, he 
oversees an extensive choral program 
that includes eight ensembles.

Mr. Miller is founder and conductor of 
the Westminster Chamber Choir, a 
two-week summer program that offers 
professional-level singers the opportu- 
nity to explore challenging works, and 
leads the annual Westminster Choral 
Festival. Also in demand as a guest con- 
ductor and clinician, he collaborated 
this season with the Orchestra of St. 
Luke’s for Carnegie Hall’s Carmina 
Burana Choral Project. 


JACQUES LACOMBE, Music Director 


New Jersey Symphony Orchestra 
music director Jacques Lacombe is 
renowned as a remarkable conductor 
whose artistic integrity and rapport 
with orchestras have propelled him to 
international stature. As principal 
guest conductor of the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra from 2002 to 
2006, he led the ensemble in more than 
100 performances. He served for three 
years as music director of both orches- 
tra and opera with the Philharmonie de 
Lorraine in France, and he has been 
music director of the Trois-Rivieres 
Symphony Orchestra since 2006. 


Mr. Lacombe’s schedule for the 
2011-12 season includes his debut with 
the Malaga Philharmonic Orchestra in 
Spain, return engagements with the 
Vancouver Opera in Roméo et Juliette, 
and with the Deutsche Oper in Un ballo 
in maschera, as well as two rarely per- 
formed operas: Felix von Weingartner’s 
Die Dorfschule and Carl Orff’s Gise-— 
Das Opfer. This 2012 Spring For Music 
Festival program marks Mr. Lacombe’s 
Carnegie Hall debut. 


Highlights of the previous season 
included the New Jersey Symphony 
Orchestra’s opening gala with Joshua 
Bell, season-opening concerts with the 
Montreal Symphony Orchestra, and 
return engagements with the Opera 
Company of Philadelphia for Roméo et 
Juliette, Deutsche Oper Berlin for 
Ariadne auf Naxos, and Vancouver 
Opera for La Traviata, and the world 
premiere of John Estacio’s Lillian 
Alling. He led Le Cid starring Roberto 
Alagna and Béatrice Uria-Monzon at 
Marseille Opera, which was broadcast 


throughout Europe on Mezzo TV, and 
saw the release of a critically acclaimed 
NJSO CD featuring Janacek’s Suite 
from The Cunning Little Vixen and 
Orff’s Carmina Burana. 


In recent seasons Mr. Lacombe made his 
debut with the Royal Opera House, 
Covent Garden and at the Bavarian 
State Opera in Munich. He led Turandot 
and Les contes d’Hoffmann for Monte- 
Carlo Opera and Der fliegende 
Hollander, Eugene Onegin, Zemlinsky’s 
Der Traumgorge, and concert perform- 
ances of Waltershausen’s rarely heard 
Oberst Chabert at the Deutsche Oper 
Berlin. Oberst Chabert was released as a 
live CD by CPO in 2011. He has also led 
operatic productions at the Metro- 
politan Opera and Teatro Regio in 
Turin, given the world premiere of 
Vladimir Cosma’s Marius et Fanny at 
Marseille Opera, and worked abroad 
with orchestras in Nice, Toulouse, and 
Halle, as well as with the Lamoureux

Pianist Marc-André Hamelin draws on 
his unique blend of musicianship and 
virtuosity for interpretations that are 
remarkable for their freedom, originality, 
and prodigious mastery of the piano. A 
musician of broad musical interests and 
curiosity, Mr. Hamelin is renowned in 
equal measure for his fresh readings of 
the established repertoire and for his 
exploration of lesser-known works of 
the 19th and 20th centuries, both in the 
recording studio and in the concert hall. 


Highlights of the current season include 
a BBC Proms recital of Liszt works and 
performance with the BBC National 
Orchestra of Wales, a debut with the 
Berlin Philharmonic, and appearances 
with the Basel Symphony Orchestra, 
Danish Radio Orchestra, Helsingborg 
and Singapore Symphony Orchestras, 
Hong Kong Philharmonic Orchestra, 
and the symphony orchestras of 
Chicago, Montreal, Quebec, and Seattle. 
Mr. Hamelin performs the Busoni Piano 
Concerto not only at Spring For Music, 
but with the Berlin Radio and Trois- 
Rivieres Symphony Orchestras. 


He appears in recital in San Francisco, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Toronto, 
Montreal, Denmark, Germany, Italy, 
Portugal, Russia, Sweden, Hong Kong, 
and Seoul; he also performs at London’s 
Wigmore Hall and the Lucerne Festival 
At the Piano. In recent seasons Mr. 
Hamelin has performed with orchestra 
and in solo recital at New York City’s 
Lincoln Center and in recital and in 
chamber music on the various stages of 
Carnegie Hall. He has performed the 
Schumann Piano Quintet international- 
ly with the Takacs Quartet. The Pro 
Musica Society of Montreal paid tribute 


to Hamelin with a six-concert series, 
“The Art of Marc-André Hamelin.” 


Mr. Hamelin records exclusively for 
Hyperion Records. Recent releases 
include Reger and Strauss concerti 
with the Berlin Radio Symphony 
Orchestra, as well as a solo disc of 
Liszt works that Bryce Morrison 
selected for Gramophone’s 2011 
Critics’ Choice feature. An album of his 
own compositions, Hamelin: Etudes, 
received a 2010 Grammy nomination 
(his ninth) and a first prize from the 
German Record Critic’s Association. 
The works are published by Edition 
Peters. His Hyperion discography 
includes concertos and works for solo 
piano by composers such as Alkan, 
Busoni, Godowsky, and Medtner, as 
well as brilliantly received performanc- 
es of Brahms, Chopin, Haydn, Liszt, 
and Schumann. The Boston resident is 
the recipient of a lifetime achievement 
prize by the German Record Critic’s 
Association and is an Officer of the 
Order of Canada, a Chevalier de 
Ordre national du Québec and a mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Canada.
